sel¥es a brief period of rejoicing, but let us not for a moment forget the 
toils and efforts which lie ahead.” 


It soon became clear that Mr. Churchill's

It should be fully realized now that the framing of 
the peace treaties and the deliberations of the foreign 
ministers when they meet may have the most far- 
reaching effects on the lives of the people here and 
extremely doubtful, however, whether they do arouse

mendous problems of the day, have behind them the force of united and de- 
termined public opinion which could be a real factor in building a better 
world. Against the pessimism of these times there stands the United Nations 
Organization, which is a monument to the ideals for which the war was 
fought, and which is working steadily to establish the understanding and 
trust among people which are essential to world peace. Two years is a short 
time in which to accomplish the ideals toward which the U.N.O., is working. 
Suspicion and prejudice are deeply rooted in the human race, and it will 
take many years of patient effort to break them down, but with effort and 
determination it can be done. Apathy and cynicism will not help to build a 
finer world,

Tourists Do Not 
Like British Coffee 


LONDON. — The Government con- 
fessed that Britons do not know how 
to make coffee for foreign palates, 

Dr. Edith Summerskill, parliament- 
ary spokesman for the Food Minis- 
try, said under a barrage of questions 
in the House of Commons: 

“I appreciaté that coffee, as pre- 
pared in this country, is not to the 
liking of overseas visitors.” 

Members of Parliament had ex- 
pressed concern because of the ex- 
pected influx of American tourists. 
Tom Driberg, Labor, had asked her 
if she wouldn’t instruct the country’s 
cooks in the fine art of brewing cof- 
fee. 

The smartly-groomed Dr. Summer- 
skill referred one and all to the Min- 
istry’s widely-circulared “The ABC 
of Cooking’, which gives four ways 
of making coffee, 

One is called the 
method: 


“Warm the jug. Add coffee and 
salt. Pour in boiling water and stand 
in a warm place for about 15 min- 
utes, It isa good plan to stand the 
jug in_a saucepan of boiling water. 
Stir the coffee and let it settle again. 
Strain if necessary, but do not boil. 
For straining, use a very fine coffee 
strainer or a piece of fine muslin.”

‘Helpful Hints To 
Sheep Shearers 


As a means of increasing the yield 
of high-grade wool, great care should 
;be taken when the sheep are being 
| shorn, By following the recommenda- 
tions of the National Sheep Commit- 
tee for handling fleece wool at shear- 
ing, the yield and profits may be in- 
creased through the prevention of 
damp, wet, and dirty wool appearing 
in the clip. 
| These recommendations are: 

(a) Shear on a clean floor and 
avoid second cuts. In the case 
of sizeable range flocks, the 
holding pens should have slat- 
ted floors, 

Keep all short, hairy leg and 
face clippings away from, the 
fleece, If there is any quantity 
of these clippings pack them 
separately in a small sack. 
Spread fleece, flesh side down, 
on a slatted table or on a clean 
surface. 

Remove all tags, dung locks or 
muddy bellies. Pack separately. 
Remove any bellies that are 
very burry, chaffy or strawy 
and also any other such badly 
affected fleece parts. Pack sep- 
arately. 

(f) Fold fleece twice from one side 
to bring back portion upper- 
most. Roll from britch to neck. 
Tie each fleece with one strand 
of paper twine. Never use 
binder or other sisal twine. 
Any reject fleeces or fleece 
portions such as black, dead or 
damaged should be packed 
separately. *

OTTAWA.—The most recent sur- 
vey of comparative prices in the Unit- 
ed States and Canada conducted by 
the Prices Board, April 14-24, shows 
that the prices of most food and 
clothing items in everyday use were 
still considerably lower in Canada, 

The same formula was followed as 
in previous surveys of comparing 
consumer prices on standard items in 
geographically comparable American 
and Canadian cities: Montreal and 
Boston; Toronto, Détroit and Cleve- 
land; Winnipeg and Minneapolis, and 
Vancouver and Seattle. 

Only standard prices of standard 
goods were used in making the sur- 
vey, no special “sale” prices are in- 
cluded. On this basis the survey 
showed that the April prices for 
standard items in the United States 
had changed very little since the 
previous survey in February. De- 
creases in some food prices were bal- 
anced by increases in others, while 
clothing items showed only minor and 
scattered changes.
